Gummosis Appears 
in Many Citrus 
Groves This Year 


Because of the unusual presence 


this year of a bark disease known 
as "gummosis" affecting citrus trees, 
Farm Advisor M. B. Rounds, repre- 
senting the University of California 
in Los Angeles county, warns citrus 
growers to make an early survey of 
their orchards in order to combat 
this insidious disease. In citrus or- 
chards this spring there lias appeared 
an unusual percentage of gummosis 
affected trees, probably due to the 
moist weather, with 
temperature 


conditions 
in 
combination with 


moisture ideal for the development 
of the disease on the trunks of the 
trees. 


When infection takes place this di- 


sease grows rapidly in the .bark of 
the tree, especially during warm 
weather, and soon girdles the tree. 


Treatment is to cut out all the 


infected bark to the wood, removing 
this; also cutting into the good barb 
to a depth of two inches above the 
infected area and one inch on either 
side, removing all the bark to the 
woody portion. 
Afterwards paint 


with a disinfectant such as a solu- 
tion of permanganate of potassium 
(one teaspoonful to a pint of water) 
and in about one month paint will- 
some kind of a protective material 
in order to prevent decay of the 
wood.

NEW SALES TAX TO BENEFIT 


THOSE IN DESPERATE NEED 


By J. L. MATTHEWS

Clayton L. Rowland, administrator for the state board 


of equalization for Los Angeles county, is not in favor of 
Governor Merriam's new sales tax law, which is expected 
to go into effect next Monday. 


This law exempts food products purchased at stores 


and markets, and levies three per cent on food sold in 
restaurants, clothing, all malt and alcoholic drinks, soft 
drinks sold over the counter, household equipment, fur- 
niture, automobiles, etc. 


Mr. Howland believes that the law merely leaves money 


in one pocket and takes it out of another. He thinks that 
the average householder has in fact been hit harder by the 
new method than the old. 


But there is a bitter fact recognized by Governor Mer- 


riam in the new law, and which I believe Mr. Howland 
has overlooked. It is this: 


In Los Angeles county alone there are 75,000 families 


living on a dole of $10.50 per month or less. In addition to 
these are many thousands of people who have barely been 
able to buy food in the past two years, and the conditions 
are now even more critical than formerly. 


Much as we would like to see an increase in the busi- 


ness of equipping households with furniture and appli- 
ances; much as we would rejoice in any business increase 
for restaurants, we are confronted by a grim condition, 
and not theory. Governor Merriam and the legislature are 
probably right in removing the sales tax from foods. For 
several years families have been forced to forego furniture 
purchases, and, in fact, all purchases save that of food and 
shelter. Clothing purchases have been reduced to the mini- 
murr by thousands of families. Food purchases cannot be 
reduced any more than in the past. The new tax is a dis- 
tinct relief to those who need it most, for they are not buy- 
ing in any quantity the articles upon which the new tax 
is levied, while those who are buying more than food and 
shelter are presumably able to bear the tax. 


Estimates of revenue from the new law are too high, 


in my opinion. The release of food from taxation means 
the exclusion of the greatest, most universal expenditure. 
Abraham Lincoln said God must love the poor, because 
he makes so many of them. Because they are the most 
numerous, they are the greatest and most prolific source 
of revenue. When food is excluded from tax the return 
is prone to be over-estimated. 


We will find, I think, that the elimination of the food 


tax will be a great boon where pennies are most carefully 
counted. The governor, and many of us, have been given 
a stark, close-up picture of the destitution that confronts 
state and county government. Anything, however small, 
that will aid those in these desperate conditions should be 
welcomed and encouraged.

cannot be in America! You feel sure 
you are mistaken and must be on 
some little side street in Pieping or 
Canton, but step out on the street 
and you are just across the road 
from the Moana hotel in Honolulu. 


The next noon we were invited to 


a lunch party, and at 3 o'clock we 
went to a tea at the love'y home of 
Dr. and Mrs. Krause of the Hawaiian 
university, where the doctor and his 
daughter, Beatrice, are both teaching 
in the botanical department. After 
walking thru the grounds and seeing 
the many interesting plants and 
flowers, we were taken around the 
city for a delightful ride with Dr. 
and Mrs. Krause. 


Here is a little episode that was 


most interesting to me: I was told 
to take a bus to a certain, cross street 
to get to Dr. Krause's home, but 
when I got there no one of whom I 
inquired knew the street, and one 
little girl, with her school books un- 
der her arm, asked me if she could 
be of any help. I told her the ad- 
dress I wished to find, and she kind- 
ly offered to help me find it, re- 
marking that she did not know my 
name, but that her name was Sat- 
suie Fujii, a sophomore student at 
the university.
